Relieved, Says Crane. 

Following the receipt of the Presi- 
dent’s message, through Secretary Car- 
penter, Mr. Crane issued the followng 
statement: 

“I am. greatly. relieved by the Pres- 
idént’s decision. There has been no min- 
ute since I learried the attitude of the 
Department of State when I have not 
contemplated the possibility of a con- 
tiruance of my official relations with 
the Geepest repugnance. 

“Nevertheless, IJ havo felt that my ob- 
“gation to the President was to permit 
hin: to decide the issue. J] have appre- 
ciated fally what would be involved in 
a decision by him that I should con- 
tinue. I have revlized aiso the impossi- 
bility of his securing complete informa- 
tion at this ttme He. has chosen to base 
his decision upon the circumstance 
found by the Secretary of State. 

“I accepted the Chinese mission at his 
request, and solely because of assur- 
ances that I could be and would be per- 
mitted to be of service to the country 
in constructive work of the greatest 
importance to -it and of the greatest in- 
terest to me.

“I was very strongly impressed this 
mortiing with Mr. Winter's argument on 
the proposition that these articles are 
no‘ libelous. Up to that time it had 
not occurred to me that there was any 
question about their being libelous, but 
I am not so sure about it. * * * I 
have had occasion to say before that a 
newspaper has a sort of duty to per- 
form. It was well stated by a former 
Judge of the United States: ‘It is the 
duty of a newspaper to print the news 
and tell the truth about it.’ It, is the 
duty: of a public newspaper, such as is 
owned and conducted by these defen- 
dants, to tell the people, its subscribers, 
the facts that it may find out about 
public questions or matters of public in- 
terest. It is ite duty and its right to 
draw inferences from the facts known, 
to draw them for the people.”
